This is in response to the Office Communication dated July 15, 2003, setting a one-month 
term for reply, i.e. a response was due on August 15, 2003.

The Examiner's attention is directed to SEQ ID NOs: 4 and 5 of the Sequence Listing 
submitted on November 29, 2001 . These sequences correspond to the sequences shown in 
Figure 15. Further, the Preliminary Amendment that was filed with the Sequence Listing on 
November 29, 2001 inserted a reference to these sequences in the specification. (See the first 
sentence on page 2 of the Preliminary Amendment.) 

Accordingly, this application is believed to be in compliance with 37 CFR 1.821-1.825. 
Applicants look forward to examination of this application on the merits.
